& few minutes afterwards. They were 
carried intothe drug store and every 
means used to restore consciousness, but 
Without avail. A jury was impanneied as 
quickly as practicable, and while the in- 
quest was being held it was ascertained 
that the bottle from which thetrio had 
imbibed was missing. It could not be 
found for some time, but was finally dis. 
covered in a room to the rear of the one 
in Which the drinks were taken, and was 
identified by Mr. Shanks. The contents 
of the bottle were analyzed by Drs. 
Shaw and Jackson, of Macon, and it was 
found to consist of hydrocyanic 
ACID AND WHISKY, 
the deidiy poison being in such propor- 
tion that sixty drops of the compound 
was sufficient to produce death. At the 
conclusion of the inve ‘tigation the fo!low- 
ing verdict was rendered: 
“We, the jury, after viewing the bodies 
and hearing the cvidence, find that the 
deceased gentlemen came to tbeir death 
by drinking from a bottle furnished them 
by A. W. Shanks.”

Its Conditions, Advantages and 


Prospects. 


Epirors ConsTituTion:—A few dots

Goy. Alien, of Ohio, Addresses a Vast 
Audience at rittsburg 


PiTrsBurRG, October 24.—It is esti- 
mated that nineteen thousand people 
assempled to-night to hear the speech of 
Gov. Allen, of Ohio, which took place 
on the south side, which is mostly inhab- 
ited by the working classes, to which his 
remarks were mostly addressed. After 
reviewing and explaining the right of 
suffrage, showing the supreme impor- 
tance of every man acting at the polls 
according to his own judgment, Mr. Al- 
len showed the necessity*in this republic 
for a representative government, and 
dwelt on the care that should be used in 
the selection of representatives. He 
then spoke of the way taxes were “‘lift- 
ed,” and showed how fraud had crept 
among the office-holders, and severely 
criticised the administration. 

He said this Government for many 
years has been run solely for the benefit 
of the rich, and solely to the crushing 
out of the life of many. [Cheers.] It 
is that which has brought these vast 
multitudes together.
